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Chicago, July 8&—(Special.)—Speculation

democratic national convention. In fact 
tie influence of speculation has spread- 
eagled beyond mere presidential booms and 
intricate situations. Speculation is ram- 
pant. The Chicago man attempted to cor- 
ner convention tickets.. The price was 
put at $5 per ticket. Now there are several 
thousand tickets that can be had for the 
nominal sum of 50 cents. 

But the Chicago man continues to hold 
his head up. He exclaims to the possible 
purchaser, “Any tickets for sale?” thus 
lending the idea of demand. And the Chi-

There were 12,000 people in the conven- 
tion hall this evening. That they were there 
is due altogether to the patience of those 
who were insistent in their desire to watch 
president makers. 

The Chicago police have failed in their 
. efforts to handle the crowds and the other 
accommodations have been in fine concord- 
ance. Even the patriotic Chicago papers 
had to tell the truth, so flagrant was the 
misapplication of force and so palpable the 
presence of ignorance on the part of the 
police as to their proper duty. | 

Then the acoustics of the convention hall 
has failed to prove satisfactory. This 
necessitated various kinds of impromptu 
ear trumpets. This morning a young woman 
fashioned a trumpet out of a newspaper, 
and with smiling satisfaction settled back 
from a strained position and listened to the 
potentially argumentative eloqueftce of the 
silver men. 

Within a very few minutes—less than half 
an hour—there had sprung into existence, 
like so many toadstools, several thousand 
rude cornucopias through which vibrated 
words that promised a future of plenty.

Convention Hall, Chicago, July 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A nomination may be made tomor- 
row. Bland has gained today and is now 
leading by such a good majority that there 
may be a stampede to him which will 
name him as the winner. The Georgia 
delegation veered out of the Boies course 
today and decided to give their twenty-six 
votes to Bland on the first ballot. 

After that all depends on circumstances, 
Other delegations, Hke the Georgia, are 
not enthusiastically for Bland, yet for him 
as a resting place on the first ballot, this 
feeling among many delegations may carry 
Bland so near a‘ nomination on the first 
ballot that the necessary votes will go to 
him on the second. 

In the way of this stands the declaration 
on the part of the McLean people, from 
Ohio, and the Boies ‘people, from Iowa, 
that Bland shall not be nominated. And 


Bland, because of the stiver candidates 
he thinks Bland least likely to win. Of 
all the silver candidates, the gold people 
are most likely to go to McLean. At first 
this phalanx of 300 votes will go to no 
man.

Was Only a Bluff. 

The threats of the goldbugs to bolt if 
the convention unseated the four Michigan 
gold nwn and made that delegation silver 
thereby, proved to be only a bluff. After 
a four hours’ contest, ending at 9 o’clock 
tonight, the convention, by 5&8 to 360 
changed the Michigan delegation from a 
gold one to a silver one by unseating four 
delegates and substituting four silver ones. 
The more conservative silver leaders were 
opposed to such radical action to gain a 
full twothirds majority of the convention, 
but the’amass of delegates are firm in the 
determination to run the convention in 
their own way and they are doing it. 

As the convention now gtands, both the 
Nebraska and Michigan delegations are 
silver with the unit rule. This result was 
reached after the convention had resolved 
itself into a howling, but good-natured, 
mob for hours. . 

The gold men attempted to pack the great 
convention hall, which seats 20,000 people. 
Their attentions were centered upon David 
B. Hill, for whom they evidenced the most 
rabid enthusiasm, keeping up a continuous 
cheer for him for fifteen minutes, when 
he rose to cast New York’s vote against 
seating the Michigan silver delegates. The 
silver audience retaliated by a half hour's 
cheering when the vote was announced. 


But They Didn’t Go Out. 

Then it was that every eye in the great 
crowded convention hall was turned upon 
the New York delegation to see if Hill 
and Whitney would lead their men out, 
but they did not; they sat coldly in their 
seats, atcepting the result as they will 
do all through the convention, whatever 
it does. The platform will cause no bolt; 
if any comes it will be over the candidate 
named. The platform will be put through 
after two hours’ speech making tomorrow 
morning, then balloting for candidates be- 
gins. :

COINAGE OF BOTH GOLD AND SILVER—We demand the free and unlim:

We are opposed to the policy and practice of surrendering to the holders of 
the obligations of the United States the option reserved by law to the govern- 
ment of redeeming such @bligations in either silver coin or gold coin.

A REVENUE TARIFF—We hold that tariff duties should be levied for pur- 


poses of revenue, such duties to be so adjusted as to operate equally through- 
out the country and mot discriminate between class or section, and that taxation 
should be limited by the needs of the government, honestly and economically 
administered.. We denounce as disturbing to business the republican threat to 
restore the McKinley’ law, which has twice been condemned by the people in

Until the money question is settled, wé are opposed to any agitation for fur-

. BAILEY OBJECTS 


To a Paragraph in the Platform as 
Drafted. . 

Chicago, July 8.—(Special.)—The platform 
committee meets tomorrow morning be- 
fore the convention to settle a dispute 
between silver men. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, has objected to 
the last paragraph of the financial plank, 
which reads: ‘“‘Congress alone has the 
power to coin and issue money and Pres}- 
dent Jackson declared that this power 
could not be delegated to corporations or 
individuals. We, therefore, demand that 


the power to issue noteg to circulate money 


We, therefore, denounce the issuance of 
notes intended. to circulate as money by 
national banks as in derogation of the 
constitution, and we demand that all paper 
which is made a legal tender for public 
and private debt or made receivable in 
dues to the United States shall be issued 
by the government of the United States.’’ 

Up to date the repeal of the state pank 
tax gets no place in the platform. There is 
opposition to such a declaration, and it will 
probably be shut out. The truth of the 
matter is, a western populistic sentiment 
of strong proportions has gotten into the 
platform. That will probably be largely 
Stricken out tomorrow, but it is not 
thought probable that a straight declara- 
tion for the repeal of the state bank tax 
will be put in. 

Over the platform tomorrow a vigorous 
fight is promised. As it was reported today 
by the committee it is not satisfactory 
to many of the delegations. The silver 
men will, perhaps, settle their differences 
in committee.

The Franciscan priests of St. Anthony's 
church were naturally delighted at the 
high honor which has been conferred upon 
one of their number, who is personally 
well known to many of them. 

“Perhaps a large amount of the criticism 
felt, if not openly expressed, at the ap- 
pointmrent of an Italian to this high of- 
fice in America will be allayed by an in- 
teresting statement which was yesterday 
made by Father Anacletus, provincial of 
the Franciscan order for this section of the 
United States.

“The following is a Lrief account of the 
career of the prelate during.his labors in 
the United States: 

“He fanded in this city on December 3, 
1865. A few days afterward he was order- 
ed to go to the Franciscan college of St. 
Bonaventure, at Alleghany, Cattaraugus 
county, New York, to complete his studies. 
In the early part of 1866 he was ordained 
a priest at Olean by the late Bishop Timon, 
of Buffalo. After his ordination he was 
appointed a teacher in St. Bonaventure’s 
college. He continuedeas such for three 
or four years, when he was made presi- 
dent of the college. 

“He had filled the post of president for 
a short time only when he was ordered 
to Winsted, Conn., as a missionary. His 
old friend and fellow Franciscan, Father 
Anacletus, accompanied him. Father 
Diomede, as he was then known, con- 
ducted missions at Winsted for two years, 
when he was ordered to Newfoundland.

Atlanta and West Point Passenger trata 
Files the Track. 


ALL ESCAPE SERIOUS INJURY 


The Wreck Was Cleared at 1 O'Clock 
This Morning and the Train Came 
in Seven Hours Late. 


Passenger train No. 34 of the Atlanta 
and West Point road was wrecked yester- 
day afternoon at Fairburn at 6 o’clock. 

The accident occurred about a half mile 
below Fairburn, and though three cars 
turned over upon their sides, not a person 
on board was injured. 

The train .was due in Atlanta at 6 o'clock, 
It left Montgomery at 11:30 yesterday and 
was in charge of Conductor Hal Law and 
Engineer Brown. It passed Palmetto on 
schedule time and was just approaching 
the limits of Fairburn when the wheels 
suddenly left the track and the coaches 
began rolling over upon their sides. 

Engineer Brown felt the sudden jerk 
and jolt, and he quickly cut off steam and 
applied the airbrakes. 

The train came to a quick standstill, and 
in a second all was over. Not a passen- 
ger or member of the crew had been 
injured, but their escape is miraculous. 

The cause of the wreck could not be 
ascertained last night. 

The track was badly torn up where the 
wheels of the coaches had cut into the 
ties and bent and twisted the rails. 

The section gang had been at work at 
the identical spot making some repairs 
in the track, and it is not known whether 
the track was left in bad condition, or 
whetHer the rails had spread under the 
weight of the train. 

A wrecking train went out late in the 
afternoon and at 12:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing the engine and mail car passed over 
the wreck and reached the city a few min- 
utes later. 

At 1:30 o’clock the other coaches arrived 
at Mitchell street and the wreck was 
cleared. 

The train was composed of four cars, 
a mail car, baggage combirlation and day 
coach. 

Just beyond Fairburn is a sharp curve 
in the road and it is here that the accident 
occurred. The train was running slowly 
as it was nearing the station at Fairburn, 
which is a regular stop for this train. 

A passenger on the ill-fated train gave 
an account of the wreck last ‘night after 
he reached the city. 

“We were not running very rapidly,” 
said he, “or the results would have been 
probably fatal. We were within a half 
mile of the station of Fairburn when there 
was a grea’ jolt and then the eng‘neer ap- 
plied the airbrakes. 

“The cars came to a sudden stop, and 
then gradually turned over upon they 
sides.. No one received a scratch and save 
the delay there was no ticonvenience.”

Jargon for Circulation. 

The future historian of the sh racs 
in the United States will have td‘pope with 
@ literature written in a dialec}; that will 
require a good deal of philologiv}l astute- 
ness for its understanding. Tajge several 
dizlects of mediaeval Germanyiand mix 
them together, abolishing as u*less bal- 
last all rules of grammar; add ##me obso- 
lete Polish, a trace of old Spanitgi, a little 
ancient. Hebrew, with just a spyjnkling of 
Russian, and you will get some#ting not 
unlike the jargon spoken by :“he uned- 
ucated Russian Jew. That jargoh, put up 
in the garb of the quadratic Heb?t#w alpha- 
bet, is uhe dialect of the Yiddist# newspa- 
per. And the Yiddish newspaper not only 
exfsts, but also flourishes and de@¢s for the 
Hebrew immigrant the same jhing that 
the cultivated languages of Eu gre, Eng- 
lish included, do for the immigYant from 
western Europe, namely, it forrmés a bond 
of union between him and hi land of 
adoption. It helps him to undej&tand the 
people and the law of the land, a teaches 


hin to value his newly acquirgfl citizen-, 


ship and to respect his new rights and du- 
ties, . 

It is a remarkable fact that thefdialect of 
the Yiddish newspaper and lit4rature in 
general is that of the Jews of r#iddle and 
western Russia. It is they who pom that 
literature and p.tronize it. ‘here are 
eight Yiddish periodicals in the c#y of New 
York alone--three dailies, one m@nthly and 
four weeklies. And if to thesefis added 
the considerable amount of Yidd#sh fiction 
issued in book or pamphlet forjn, it will 
be seen that the Russian Jew § fond of 
reading. ° ; 

The first Yiddish newspaper, thf Ziddishe 
Gazetten, was established early ifi the sev- 
enties, and up to this time, tog@ther with 
the daily Yiddishes Tageblatt, eofitinues to 
be the organ of the orthodox and fwell-to-do 
(“capitalistic’ in the accepted § parlance) 
Jew. oth papers are well. efiited, are 
rich in news concerning Jews allgthe world 
over, and devote much space fo fiction, 
original and translated. Since @very Jew 
arriving on these shores cannot help being 
at one time or another a part of some 
tragi-comedy pecullar to the vicigsitudes of 
Jacob, material for light fiction is abun- 
dant and is freely made use of By writers 
of the Jewish quarter. Transldtions are 
usually made from such writers as Jules 
Verne, Sue, and Gaboriau. §#me time 
@zgo even Shakespeare was iftroducéd. 
“The Twelf.. Night” was rendered into 
Yiddish. Of course that effort} was not 
successful, as the lame jargon c@uld never 
be infused with the adamantine strength of 
Shakespearean English. t 

Politics, American and foreign, sor which 
the Yiddish reader has a i liking, 
occupies a large part of the reading space. 
Advertisements occupy about as much 
space as reading matter proper,-‘and con- 
stitute interesting reading in t%hemselves, 
showing as they do the great absiirbing but 
weak digestive powers of the janton. Sin- 
gle words and whole phrases are fhodily in- 
troduced into the dialect and prissed into 
service and made to enrich th@ polyglot 
Yiddish vocabulary. It is here#that the 
Americanizing of the immigrat. begins. 
But the Yiddish writer shuns tose new- 
comers, and seems to wait till the§ get thor- 
oughly dilapidated and incorpomtted. 

The great immigration of th eighties 
brought into this country a larke Jewish 
population, with a considerable fercentage 
of college-bred young men. The Jewish 
student always somewhat  nihilistically 
charged, found a new and pronfising field 
for the propagation of his mofe or less 
radical notions. The freedom ofjdiscourse, 
new to the immigrant, #pould fhardly be 
expected to work otherwise thanjto aggra- 
vate his radicalism; moderation chuld hard- 
ly be expected to be the policyfof a sud- 
denly iberated slave. And so8 it would 
seem perfectly natural that the r-wspapers 
that came into existence during the eighties 
should have turned out to be thoroughly 
socialfstic in tendency. The ufortunate 
immigrant, exiled as he was frogn his na- 
tive country by ruthless persecutfons, could 
not be satisfied with his new {surround- 
ings. He did not go into exile of free will 
or choice. Fate forced him to s¢*k refuge 
in this republic. Great as were the obliga- 
tions of the immigrant toward American 
institutions, he, in his obscurityiand des- 
pair, could not appreciate the prfrileges he 
acquired. In his experience , g#vernment 
Was a synonym of corruption ang arbitrary 
application of numberless int cate and 
conflicting laws. Beyond this ts mental 
view did not go, and his experierfbes in the 
Sweut shops (maintained by his qhco justity 


ists) only aggravated and seemedsto justify 
his natural discontent. So he he pestly be- 
lieved himself called upon to “ake this 
commonwealth the object of hisijsocialistiec 
experiments. Numberless leaghes with 
more or less radical platforms, ‘tame into 
existence, and the socialistic Yidifish-news- 
paper appeared as the leader ah spokes- 
man of the movement. The eighties wit- 
nessed the rise and fall of su, papers, 
sometimes vacillating between - futspoken 
anarchism and mild socialism. }% 

It is acurious fact that, with all his 
keen liking for wit and satire, ti Yiddish 
reader never cared much for jhe purely 
satirical newspaper. In the mi@4le of the 
eighties various editors tried { 0 estab- 
lish and to maintain non-politicai find pure- 
ly literary and satirical weeklie}s: but they 
could not live. The Yiddish read? was and 
still is in terrible earnest; ther¢#/seems to 
be no time for jesting, and leueting seems 
to be forgotten. Among the echdparative- 
ly large number of Yiddish perio{#als there 
is one satirical weekly, but its Aspearance 
has been interrupted often. 4 . 

When the rush of immigratiop: subsided 
and the mass of immigrants ha&¢ time to 
accommodate themselves to the tnew sur- 
roundings, the Yiddish newspape*; in touch 
with the popular feeling, tookih calmer 
view of things and the former Merchiotia 
fire-eating became obsolete. 

The true temper of the Yiddd é 
showed itself in the fact adja reader 
Yiddish newspaper had to pa bbmage to 
the socialistic ideal and stan sg the in- 
terests of the wage earner as agktnst those 
of his employer (‘‘capitalist,” ithe par- 
lance of the Yiddish reader). § that the 
Yiddish paper Ts a soalalistic pabir by ne- 
cessity as well as by choice.

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TIDWELL RUNS INDEPENDENTLY 


His Card Claiming Fraud in the 
Primary. 

Griffin, Ga., July &.—(Special.)—It appears 
that the political differences existing in 
Spaling county were not settled on the 6th 
of June by any means. It has been rumor- 
ed for several days that Captain Tidwell 
would run for the legislature against Judge 
Roynton, but the more conservative citi- 
zene were hopeful that such a fight would 
not be precipitated. However, it was 
known that Tidwell’s friends were urging 
him to make the race with thee following 
request: 

‘Fo the People of Spalding County: On 
the 6th day of June, 1896, a democratic pri- 
mary was held fer a candidate for the 
legislature from this county, and on tne 
Sth of June, 1896, the late executive com- 
mittee decided that Judge James S. Boyn- 
ton had, by a very few votes, been selected 
as the nominee. 

“I have every assurance that I was fairly 
nominated in the primary, and 1 give the 
following reasons for my belief: 

‘? | have a list of thirty-seven minors 
who voted for Judge Boynton, and these 
votes were counted for him. ; 

“” Nearly 1¢0 more votes were cast in 
the Grifiin precinct than the entire wnhite 
vote of the city, and | have a list of sev- 
enty-tive whites in the city of Griffin who 
did not vote in the primary. 

“3. In violation of law the polls in the 
Griffin precinct were Kept open twenty 
minutes after the law required them to be 
closed, and in that time twenty-six illegal 
votes weré cast, all forNWudge Boynton. 

“4. In common with a great. majority of 
the people of the county, I believe that the 
count of the votes at the Griffin precinct

Columbus, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—News 
was received heré today of a jail delivery 
which occurred last night at Cussetta, in 
Chattahooghee- county, below this city. 
The persons who escaped, and there 1s 
more or less conjecture as to the manner 
of their going forth, for there is quite an 
air of mystery shrouding the circum- 
stance, it appears, were John Hunt, the 
negro who, on Saturday night, attempted 
to assault: Mrs. StocKdale, a middle-aged 
lady, residing near Cusseta, and Jim Wil- 
liams, also colored, who is charged with 
having murdered Mr. J. W. Burks, a 
storekeeper residing at Giles, in the north- 
ern part of the county, in February last. 

Hunt’s case has already been mentioned 
in The Constitution. tie claims that ne 
was intoxicated when he went to the room 
of Mrs. Stockdale, on whose farm he was 
employed. if he had any evil designs 
he did not accomplish them. Hunt was 
soon afterwards captured and placed in 
jail. There was great indignation and 
the negro narrowly escaped being swung 
ceremony. ‘The megro re- 
mained safely in jail, however, until last 
night, when he and Williams, the other 
inmate of the place, disappeared. 

Williams’s case is also a familiar one. 
Mr. Burks, the merchant Giles, who 
was shot, was not on good terms with the 
negroes of ‘that locality, and on one occa- 
sion shot the negro, Williams, who was 
confined to his bed several months as a 
result of his injuries. Shortly after 
recovery. 3urks was one night shot dead 
near his store by some person in hiding. 
Williams was arrested, charged with the 
crime and was indicted by the grand jury. 

At the time of his tragic end, Burks was 
under indictment on a charge of assault 
with intent to murder. Last night- Hunt 
and Williams left the jail, and it was re- 
ported that they had succeeded in break- 
ing jail themselves, a Cusseta correspond- 
to that effect today.

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Several Distinguished Educators Ad- 
dress the Institute at Rome.

This evening Professor G. R. Glenn ar- 
rived and was given an ovation by the 
large assembly of teachers and others in- 
terested in the cause of education. To- 
night, in the chapel of Shorter college, he 
addressed a large audience on the line of 
higher education. Among other things he 
advocated the levying of a local tax on 
county property sufficient to yield an in- 
come to the amount appropriated by the 
state for the support of the county schools. 
He said that we musi either eradicate 
some of the evils.of the present system 
that gave only a little three or five-months’ 
school to each community with a mere 
pittance to the teachers, or we must send 
the children back to their parents.

A 
squad of men dug trenches around the 
edges:.mei worked below the crumbiing 
structure while the “ waters boomed 
above. It was a busy scene on the dam 
for several hours and nothing but heroio 
work saved the preperty below. 

Early yesterday morning the dam was 
discovered to be gradually breaking. The 
strong structure quivered and piece by 
piece the dam began to give way. 

A messenger was sent post haste to 
warn the farmers hiving in the valley below 
of their danger. Others went to work to 
Save the dam if possible, but it seemed a 
useless task. A great portion of the earth 
had given way and the water Was within 
ten feet af the edge. If a sluice had once 
been broken through neo power on earth 
would have stayed its course. The water 
would have burst through with the roar of 
a cataract and destruction and probably, 
death would have been left in its wake. 


The Dam Begins To Break. 

Early yesterday morning a watchman on 
the grounds discovered that the dam. was 
breaking.

A 
yards away were the tracks of the South- 
ern railway, which would be washed away 
by the flood if the dam should break and

The watchman paused a moment and 
then rushed to the nearest telephone. He 
called for aid and then rushed to the dam 
and began work. While the watchman 
worked alone the heavy rain of the early 
morning began to pour and he was drench- 
ed to the skin. The waters rushed down 
from all sides and emptied their volumes 
into the swollen lake. Then it was that it 
looked as if the dam would go before aid 
could be secured. - 

A large portion of the outer dam gave 
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way with a crash and the inner edges were 
fast crumbling off and falling back into 
the water. Another piece of earth gave 
way and the waters were slowly creeping 
upon the crumbling structure. 

Dashing down through the spray: the 
watchman caught the big valve and rapidiy, 
unwound the wheel of the flood gate. 

The water burst through the ten-inch 
main and roared down into the valley.

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The United States Must Take the Ini- 
tiative. 

The New York World recently com- 
missioned its London correspondent, Mr. 
Ballard. Smith, to address the following 
questions to the leading bimetallists of 
Great Britain, Germany and France: 

1. What effect would free and unlimited 
silver coinage, at a ratio of 16 to 1, in-the 
United States, independent of Europe, have 
upon the chances of international bimeial- 
lism? 

2. Would it lead to silver monometallism 
in the United States? 

3. Would a ratio of 16 to 1 help or hurt 
the chances of an international conference 
and an international agreement upon a 
truly bimetallic standard? 

Mr. Smith has sent in his returns from 
England. Mr. Balfour would not discuss 
the subject, but Mr. Grenfell, Samuel 
Smith, M. P., Sir Samuel Montagu, Ed- 
ward Sassoon, of the great firm of that 
mame, and Moreton Frewen, sent in their 
replies, and these The World cor- 
respondent has cabled over to his paper. 

It is perhaps doing no injustice to The 
World, considering its financial views, 

‘to say that the editor is greatly disap- 
pointed by the character of the replies 
which these British bimetallists have 
made to the three questions. He no 
doubt expected them to stand aghast at 
the proposition for independent silver 
coinage by the United States at 16 to 1, 
and hoped to use their exclamations of 
horror at the bare idea as arguments to 
strengthen the hands of the Whttuey 
crowd at Chicago. 

If The World had any such hope, its 
disappointment is keen indeed. William 
Henry Grenfell declares it to be his 
belief that “free and unlimited coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to lin the 
United. States would greatly increase 
the chance of an international agree- 
ment for the adoption of international 
bimetallism.” Mr. Grenfell goes on to 
say that “what is wanted is an electric 
spark, ang this will not come from Eng- 
land.” He hopes it will come from the 
United States, and says that when the 
first ' step is taken, he believes that 
other countries, such aS France, Russia, 
and, in time, Germany, will join. ‘‘Eng- 
land would open its Indian mints again, 
and we should -have a stable bimetallic 
par of exchange all over the world.” 
Mr. Grenfell asserts that, in his own 
opinion, “the. United States are big 
enough and strong enough and rich 
enough to maintain a par of exchange.” 

He is of the opinion that ignorant 
people would sell American securities 
in the event of free coinage, and that 
wise ones would buy them: but there 
wou'd be such a stimulus to trade and 
euch an increase in exports of the United 
States that gold would begin to flow 
back in a natural manner. Mr. Grenfell 
concludes: 

If bimetallism were once started in the 
Wnited States, I believe that it would give 
an enormous impetus to bimetallic agita- 
tion throughout Europe to get different 
countries to join in a bimetallic agreement 
with the United States, and I believe that 
the agitation would be so stronr that it 
would be impossible for the gold ring to 
fight against it. Most countries are readv 
for a return to the bimetallic system. What 
is wanted is the electric spark, the turn of 
the wheel, the something which will set the 
machinery in motion. 

Although I believe that England suffers 
more from the want of bimetallism than 
any other European country, I believe that 
those who ere waiting for Ensland to take 
the initiative are waiting for something 
‘that will never take place, and I can only 


turn to the United States in the hope that 
this initiative will start with them.

baitker and bullion merchant, of course 
doesn’t believe that it is in the power 
of any one country to maintain the ratio 
of silver at 16 to 1. 

On the other hand, Edward Sassoon, 
the working-head of the great firm of 
bankers and East India merchants, be- 
lieves that independent coinage in the 
United States “would contribute power- 
fully to bring about an international 
agreement.” 

Sir William Houldsworth would make 
no definite reply to Thé World’s ques- 
tions, though he is on record as saying 
that fiction by the United States would 
be the jnitiative for the opening of the 
mints of India and the Latin Union. 
William Lidderdale, who has been ele- 
vated to the peerage, and is now Lord 
something or other, has also declared 


| that independent action by a government 


as powerful as the United States is the 
solution of the money question; but the 
correspondent of The World does not 
seem to have sought Mr. Lidderdale’s 
views. 

In all probability, as we have said, 
The World hoped that the replies of 
British bimetallists to its questions 
would give the gold men at Chicago 
several grains of consolation, but the 
majority of those who sent replies and 
all whose opinions are of any weight 
gave it as their best judgment that the 
best way, in fact the only way, to 
secure international bimetallisin is for 
the United States to take the initiative; 
that if the European gold ring is to be 
defeated and it power broken, the first 
and hardest blow must come from this 
great republic. 

And it stands to reason that if any of 
the European nations were extremely 
anxious for international agreement, 
they would get together and open their 
mints to silver at a common ratio, know- 
ing that the United States would 
promptly join them. © The real status 
seems to be that there is a strong bi- 
metallic party in Europe, but not strong 
enough to control any of their govern- 
ments. They would receive a great ac- 
cession of strength should the Thited 
States, following its best traditions, act 
independently. In fact, public sentiment 
in Europe would quickly foree the gold 
ring to the wall and there would be a 
sudden demand throughout the old latin 
Union for an international agreement. 

To postpone action in the United 
States, as has been done, would only 
enable the gold ring to secure a firmer 
hold on the machinery of our govern- 
ment. It has been in charge here since 
the 4th of March, 1892, and is now seek- 
ing to retain its hold by the election of 
William MecWinley. Its plans would be 
complete if it could bring any influence 
to bear-on the democratic conyention at 
Chicago. 
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Henry M. Stanley. 

If the reports from the bedside of 
Htenry M. Stanley are not exaggerated, 
the noted African explorer is about to 
embark for “that undiscovered country 
from whose bourne no traveler returns.” 

Several weeks ago Mr. Stanley was 
prostrated with a serious malady from 
Which it was given out he could not 
possibly recover. The best medical skill 
of London was employed, however, and 
after a long struggle, in which the 
vigor of a superb constitution played the 
most heroic part, the patient began to 
show signs of convalescence. ‘These 
hopeful signs continued to gratify the 
watchers about his cough until a few 
davs ago, when he suffered from what 
the physicians term a fatal relapse; and 
now the bulletin comes from beyond the 
water that Stanley is dying. 

If this statement is true, it presages a 
loss which will be felt in every part of 
the globe. 

Stanley is one of the most unique fig- 
ures of modern times. He st: inds easily 
at the head of those romantic and ad- 
venturous spirits who have undertaken, 
at the peril of their lives, to extend the 
empire of civilization. What Stanley 
has done for the dark continent within 
the last brief quarter of a century defies 
all computation, while the story of his 
adventures’ amoug the savages of that 
benighted region of the earth reads like 
a thrilling romance of the imagination. 

Though Stanley was born in Wales. 
his roving disposition led him across the 
water at the age of fifteen and landed 
him’ upon the shores of this country, 
where he virtually obtained his start in 
life. In the genial atmosphere of the 
United States his character developed 
and assumed the proportions of that en- 
gagiug individuality ‘which has. since 
charmed the eyes of this and other 
lands. 

A somewhat unique contradiction in 
the life of Stanley and yet one which is 
strikingly in concerte with his romantic 
disposition is the dual record which he 
made in the war between the states. 
Entering that struggle as a private sol- 
dier in the ranks of the confederate 
army, he subsequently shifted his alle- 
giance from one side to the other. and 
became a tar in the United States navy. 
For this change of flag, howey er, no one 
can hold a grudge against him, since the 
impulse which recommended this course 
sprang from a love of adventure rather 
than [rom anything like a_ deliberate 
judgment upon the cause which he had 
at first espoused. 

Stanley is indebted to the journalistic 
training which he receivgd in New York 
for the larger Aveatnalieas of his in- 
quiring faculties and for that substan- 
tial discipline which made his later 
achievements possible. As a war cor- 
respondent in the wake of the British 
army in Abyssinia he wrote a number 
of thrilling letters, portray ing to the eyes 
of American readers the shifting scenes 
of that foreign battlefield. Such was 
the confidence in himself begotten by 
this severe and somewhat d; ingerous ex- 
perience that he was glad of an oppor- 
tunity, a few months later, to volunteer 
his services in conducting a search for 
Dr. David Livingston in the wilds of 
Africa. Emtering the somber shadows 
of the datk continent, he was completely 
hidden from the world’s view for a 
period of years, but when he finally 
emerged from the jungles of the interior 
with the marvelous story upon his lips 
which has since charmed the lovers of 
romance in every part of the globe. he 
became a hero. Every one is familiar 


at Though slander has made him | 


an object of persecution, he has lived 
to enjoy not only a complete and over: 
whelming vindication from all these 
charges but the crowning satisfaction of 
being laureled by those who were for- 
merly his persecutors. 

Englaid has shown her gratitude to 
Stanley in many ways and the great ex- 
plorer is not without honor among bis 
own people. But vastly more important 
than the service which he has rendered 
England is the infinitely greater service 
which he has rendered civilization. It 
is no exaggeration to say that humanity 
is his debtor. Such a man as Stanley 
belongs to the world, and today, in his 
behalf, the prayers of the world are 
lifted up. May his life be spared for 
many years to come! 
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A College Professor’s Logic. 
A New York newspaper prints the fol- 
lowing and credits it to “Professor W. 
G. Sumner, of Yale college:” 


This silver scheme is nothing more than 
a contrivance of debtors to pay their debts 
at half rates. If it is not that it is a plot of 
silver mine owners to sell their minings at 
better prices. 


It is impossible to believe that any 
educated man, much less a professor in 
a college, ever authorized such a ridic- 
ulous statement. Colleges are not: alto- 
gether free from ignorance, but we re 
fuse to believe that any professor in the 
United States would authorize a five- 
line statemeut that contradicts itself in 
terms. 

And yet here is no less a newspaper 
than The New York World printing the 
foregoing statement in editorial type on 
its editorial page and crediting it to Pro- 
fessor W. G. Sumner, of Yale! 

Let us look at its remarkable logie a 
moment to see if any respectable edu- 
cated man would be willing to father it 
Take the first sentence: “The silver 
scheme is nothing more than a con- 
trivance of debtors to pay their debts at 
half rates.” What-.does this statement 
mean? It means simply that silver will 
be worth no more after the mints are 
open to the coinage of the bullion than 
it is now, otherwise debtors would not 
be able to discharge their obligations at 
“half rates.” It can mean nothing else. 

Now take the other sentence: “If it is 
not that, it is a plot of the silver mine 
owners to sell their minings at better 
prices.” This means nothing, if it does 
hot mean that free coinage will increase 
the value of silver. Here, then, we have 
a Well-known college professor—a man 
who has written books on political 
economy—charged with swearing that 
free coinage will not increase the value 
of silver and declaring that it will! 

Can it be possible that William G. 
Sumner, of Yale, the great writer on po- 
litical economy, set his hand to a state 
ment that gives the lie to itself at both 
ends? 

Of course, if free coinage fuiled to add 
to the value’ of silver, debts could be 
paid at half rates. But if silver brought 
$1.29 an-ounce in the market, and prices 
of commodities rose, then the debtors of 
the country would be better able to pay 
their debts, for the producers would get 
more money for what they have to sell, 

Rut if the valne of silver were not 
increased, aud gemueral prices remained 
at their present level, debtors would be 


compelled to pay their debts at the rates | 


that now exist. We should suppose that 
even a college professor would be able 
to see the point here. Thus the first 
statement contradicts itself point blank. 

The second statement, however, creates 
havoe. liaving declared that silver 
would not increase in value, the Yale 
professor on to Sav it. would, for 
“it is a plot of silver mine owners to 
sell their minings at better prices.” But 
how and to whom? If debtors paid their 
debts in silver at “half rates,” how could 
the mine owners “sell their minings at 
better prices ’?’-And.if they did Sell their 
Silver at “better prices,” how could 
debtors take it and pay debts at “half 
rates?’ 

As Professor Sumner, in all likelihood, 
is not.a reader of The Constitution 
though he ought to be if he wants to 
learn something about the money ques- 
tion—we suggest that The World 
him to explain his remarkable statement. 
Or perhaps The World, which prints it 
editorially, can give us an @xplanation 
that will unravel the wonderful puzzle 
that the Yale professor has unconscious- 
ly made, 
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National Democratic Conventions. 

Though political parties in the United 
States date as far back as the machinery 
of the government itself, a political con- 
vention for the nomination of a presi- 
dential candidate was not held until 
May .12, 1832. 

On that day_the national democratic 
party convened in the city of Baltimore. 
A platform was adopted. setting forth 
the views of the party on national issues. 
Andrew Jackson, of Tennessee, and Mar- 
tin VanBuren, of New York, were the 
nominees of that convention. 

Baltimore seems to have been the 
favorite convention city of that period 
not only with the democrats but with 
other party organizations. Having 
swept the country with the ticket nomi- 
nated in 1882, the democrats decided 
that Baltimore was a good mascot, and 
accordingly, for the next twenty-five 
years, including the campaigns of 1836, 
1840, 1844, 1848 and 1852, the national 
deniocratie conventions were all held in 
that city. 

Martin VanBuren was the nominee of 
the convention which met in 1840, and 
also of the ope which met in 1844. In 
1848 Lewis Case, of Michigan, was the 
nominee of the convention. In 1852, 
after a bitter fight between two hostile 
factions which had arisen in the ranks 
of the party, Franklin Pierce, of New 
Hampshire, was nominated. 

In 1856 the national democratic con-: 
vention was held in Cincinnati. This 
change was necessary on account of the 
rapid growth of population and the ad- 
mission of quite a large number of west- 
ern states into the union, This conven- 
tion nominated James Buchanan, of 
Pennsylvania, and John C. Breckinridge, 
of Kentucky. 

The agitation of slavery at this time 
gave rise to considerable dissention in 
the ranks of the democratic party, and 
when the campaign of 1860 arrived three 
democratic conventions were held. The

first one, composed mainly of southern 
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1 of Tennessee. 


Pissstoris met at Charleston, 8. C., and 
‘nominated John C. Breckinridge, of 
Kentucky. The northern democrats, as- 
sembled at Baltimore, nominated 
Stephen A. Douglas, of Illinois; and the 
democrats who bolted the Charleston 
convention, yet refused to combine with 
the northern wing of the party. met also 
at Baltimore and nominated John Bell, 
The democratic party was 
defeated at the polls by the republican 
nominee, Abraham Lincoln. 

In 1864 the democrats met at Chicago. 
Realizing the impossibility of succeed- 
ing with a southern man at the head of 
the ticket, they nominated George B. 
McLellan, whose liberal views made him 
acceptible to the democratic party in 
the south, while his record in the union 
army added to this qualification the es- 
sential element of popularity. Neverthe- 
less, the party sustained defeat in the 
November election. 

The next convention, which was held 
In 1868, met in the city of New York and 
put out Horatio Seymour. of New York, 
and Francis P. Blair, of Missouri, as the 
Standard bearers of the party. in the 
campaign of that year. In 1872, after 
a lapse of twenty years, the convention 
met again in Baltimore and nominated 
Horace Greeley, of New York, and B. G. 
Brown, of Missouri. 

In 1876 the convention met 
Louis. The nominees of this conven- 
tion were Samuel J. Tilden, of New 
York, and Thomas A. Hendricks, of In- 
diana. In the election which followed, 
the democratic candidates received a 
decided majority of the popular votes, 
and would also have obtained a ma- 
jority of the votes in the electoral col- 
lege had it not been for the shrewd ma- 
nipulations of the party in power. 

The conventiow of 1880 met in Cincin- 
nati. The nominees were General Win- 
field Scott Hancock, of New York, and 
William H. English, of Indiana. The 
convention of 1884, which met in Chica- 
go, nominated Grover Cleveland, of New 
York, and Thomas A. Hendricks, of In- 
diana. In 1888 the convention met in 
St. Louis and nominated Grover Cleve- 
land for a second term, and Allen G. 
ar of Ohio. The convention of 
1892 a#ain nominated Cleveland as the 
most available man, with Adlai F. 
Stevenson, of Illinois, as his running 
mate. 

This sums up In a brief way the record 
of the national democratic party in its 
regular quadrennial conventions. At 
present the eyes of the country are fixed 
upon the convention in ChieAgo, and 
every one awaits with eagerness the re- 
sult of its deliberations.

There are no less than 40,000 of these 
Erdeavor represented in the 
membership of the association which 
meets in Washington this week. 

The movement grew out of a small be- 
ginning in one of the northern churches. 
A number of young people banded 
themselves together for the purpose of 
aiding in the work of the church and 
also as a means of self-culture. As there 
was no similar-organization at the time 
in any of the churches of the United 
States or Canada, the movement speedily 
took root and has continued te spread 
until if ranks today as one of the most 
important religious enterprises of the 
century.

Fine Chance for a Poet.

Alfred Tennyson gained great renown by 
writing that beautiful poem, “The Charge 
of the Light Brigade,” which told the 
story of Lucas’s fatal charge with his 600 
horses at the battle of Balaklava.

Tolbert Proved the Burden-Bearer and 
Took All the Blame. 


WHITE-WINGED PEACE PERCHED THERE 


Large Crowd at the Trial and Much 
Fun Witnessed by Those 
Who Came. 


It is only on rare occasions that Atlanta’s 
city fathers are to be seen in the police 
court as prisoners, and by reason of that 
fact a big crowd was attracted to Judge 
Andy’s balliwick yesterday afternoon to 
aldermen and 
councilmen who engaged in a general fight 
Monday. night. 

Several hundred people crowded the 
courtroom and as the prominent leaders in 
political and commercial circles lined up 
before the good-natufed judge there was 
a ripple of laughter. It was a strange 
sight; five prominent city officials answer- 
ing to the charge of disorderly conduct and 
violating the law some of them, perhaps, 
helped to make. 

There was no fun at the trial, contrary to 
general expectation. It was conducted seri- 
ously and in the most dignified manner. It 
differed from the investigation of’any or- 
dinary row in no particular. The promi- 
nent defendants and witnesses toed the 
mark before Clerk Charles Wynne and 
swore that they would tell the truth just 
like any other man would have done. Some 
of them swore as if they were accustomed 
to it. | 

Judge Calhoun Called the Roll. 

When Judge Calhoun, a smile playing 
over his face and with an air of the con- 
sciousness that he had before him the 
most distinguished coterie of the season, 
looked at his big docket and called the 
names of the Officials who fought “or prin- 
ciple and because they wére mad, there 
was not standing room in the big court- 
room. The judge called out the following 
names and the gentlemen answered to them 
and took places as if a spelling bee was 
about to begin:

“Not guilty, your honor,’ replied Alder- 
man Dimmock, speaking for himself, pre- 
surrably. 

“I plead guilty,’’ said Mr. Tolbert, stand- 
ing in the row of defendants. “These gen- 
tiemen had nothing to do with the fight. 
Alderman Wcodward and myself were 
talking about his bill to abolish: some 
of the city offices and I told him that he 
had gone back on me. 1 said nothing else 
to him and he struck at me.

Colonel Howell admitted that he struck 
Mr. Maddox, but said that he did so ata 
time when Mr. Maddox had his arms about 
his neck or shoulder. The alderman said 
that he had no intention of: entering the 
fight and only ran in the store to make 
peace. When he got in he thought Mr. 
Woodward, Mr. Maddox and others were 


fighting Mr. Tolbert and Mr. Phillips and 


he, of course, took their part. Judge Cal- 
houn Tooked at the matter in that light 
and he decided to fine Mr. Tolbert and 
Colonel Howell $10 and cost each. The 
cases against Messrs. Dimmock, Maddox 
and Woodward were dismissed. 

Judge Calhoun said that he could under- 
stand how the trouble arose after the coun- 
cil meeting. He had no idea that Colonel 
Howell intended to participate in the fight 
when he ran in the store, believing that 
he went in to act as peacemaker, but after 
getting among the fighters he got mixed 
up in the trouble himself. 

The Fighters Shook Hands. - 

Quite a number of officials and prominent 
citizens attended the trial. It created a 
g00d deal of interest and many went to 
the courtroom expecting to see further 
trouble, but in that they were disappointed.

ARRIVES TODAY 


The Train Bearing the Remains Left 
Washington Last Night. 


REACHES ATLANTA AT NOON 


Will Be Met by Confederate Veterans 


and Citizens. . 


FUNERAL AT CARTERSVILLE THIS AFTERNOON 


A Special Train Will Leave Atlanta 
and Will Carry the Remains 
and Escort. 


The remains of the late General Pierce 
M. B. Young will reach Atlanta today at 
noon, 

The train bearing the remains left New 
York yesterday morning at 10 o'clock. 
It will be met at the depot by the veterans 
and Daughters of the Confederacy and a 
large escort will attend the funeral in 
Cartersville this afternoon. 

A special train will leave over the West- 
ern and Atlantic just after the New York 
train arrives in the city. This train will 
carry the remains to Cartersville and will 
return in the evening. 

The arrangements for the funeral in Car- 
tersville qould not be ascertained last 
night and but one source of information 
could be secured. Late last night a mes- 
sage was received from the chief clerk 
of the department of state saying that the 
remains had left Washington and were on 
the way to Atlanta and would arrive at 
noon today. “f 

As soon as this information was secured 
General Evans issued a call to the veterans 
and comrades of General Young to assem- 
ble at the carshed and meet thetrain. The 
body will be received by a detachment of 
veterans and will be escorted to Carters- 
ville, where the funeral occurs this after- 
noon at 4 o’clock. 

Arrangements will be made this morning 
with the officials of the Western and At- 
lantic for a special train to carry the 
body and escort of veterans and friends ta, 
Cartersville. The train will leave in a 
short while after the New York train ar- 
rives. The remains will be placed in a 
special car which will be filled with flowers 
and draped with flags. lin the car will 
be the pallbearers and an honorary escort 
of veterans and citizens. Other cars will 
be attached to the train and preparations 
have been made to accommodate all who 
may desiré to make the trip. 

The cemetery at Cartefsville is very near 
the railroaa and the train will stop at the 
entrance gate. The casket will be carried 
to the grave and the funeral exercises will 
be conducted at the grave.

THE GOOD ROADS CLUB. 


Some of the Work the Organization Is 
Now Doing. 

A meeting of the Good Roads Club has 
been called for Tuesday next and im- 
portant business has been outlined for the 
session, 

The club will make an effort to get good 
pavement from the asphalt of Peachtree to 
the vitrified brick of South Pryor imme- 
diately. 

The Good Roads Club is determined to 
become an important factor in the state of 
Georgia as well as in the city. Numbering 
now 1,000 members, 800 of whom are voters, 
it is rapidly gaimfmg strength. The club, 
while yet in its infancy, has very decided 
idea for & youngster and ideas that are as 
Wise as they are deep seated. 

Mr. Fulton Colville is president of the 
club and is enthusiastic about the work just 
commencing. Mr. Colville said yesterday: 
“We are beginning to get things in a defi- 
nite shape to educate the people and our- 
selves up to the importance and‘ benefits 
of good roads. 

It is not a matter in which bicyclists 
alone have an interest, but in which they 
are only a small factor as compared to 
others whom it will benefit. To have some- 
thing definite about good roads and sys- 
tem of roads we have appointed Mr. Thom- 
as H. Martin a committee to select statis- 
tics about the roads in New Jersey and to 
learn something of the cost and manner of 
maintaining them. In fact Mr. Martin will 
collect statistics bearing .on everything 
that can possibly have eny connection with 
the roads. New Jersey, New York and one 
or two other states are the only ones that 
have tried different systems of having 
good roads. When these statistics are col- 
lected we will have a nucleus to work on. 

“The next legislature and the one after 
will doubtless make some disposition of 
the convicts and we are making a study 
of the question to see if it is not advisable 
to put them on the roads. We ar@w soon to 
start a series of regular meetings to dis- 
cuss the feasibility of this plan. We will 
have some of-the most prominent: men in 
the state to discuss it and the best course 
to pursue. In this we have’the hearty co- 
operation of all the labor organizations, for 
they are all working to have the convicts 
put on the roads. It is not the intention of 
the Good Roads Club to be merely a local 
affair to work for the improvement of the 
streets of Atlanta, but ft is our purpose to 
work for a system of roads throughout 
the state. 

“Whenever we find just what the best 
system is, then we will bend all our efforts 
to secure that plan.’ ; 

here are about four thousand wheel- 
men in tAlanta, WhO are in thorough sym- 
pathy with this movement. The club meets 
next Tuesday and one of the important 
things to come before it is a discussion of 
the advisability of increasing the number 
of county commissioners jn Fulton county. 

The question that has been agitated to a 
great extent in the club is the laying of 
smoother pavement to connect the asphalt 
on Peachtree and the brick on Pryor street. 
While the club would like to see this done 
it is aware of the expense to property own- 
ers and will act slowly in the matter. 


FAIR BUILDINGS 


The Heavy Rains Have Caused the 
Trustees To Take Prompt Action.

The heavy rains have in a measure set- 
tled the fate of the exposition buildings 
and it-is probable that the structures will 
be sold as wreckage just as soon as buyers 
can be feund who will make the bid that is 
desired by the trustees of the company. 


ers and liberal arts building from Tuesday's 
rain will hardly be repaired, as there is no 
money with which the necessary work 
could be done. But the rain will have the 
affect of causing the trustees to sell the 
buildings as soon as possible, as other 
damage may result in the near future, 

Mr. George W. Parrott, trustee of the 
bondholders, reached the city yesterday 
from New,York. The story of the wreck- 
age to the manufacturers building as told 
by The Constitution was the first informa- 
tion Mr. Parrott had received. Later in 
the day he stated that he had been very 
busily engaged on other matters and had 
not been in the city but a few hours. 

“I do not know just what will be done,’”’ 
said he, “but it seems as if it is now nhec- 
essary that the buildings be sold as soon, as 
possible.” 

Mr. C. A. Collier was also seen in regard 
to the sale of the exposition buildings, 
but he said he knew but little about the 
arrangements that had been made. 

“Mr. Parrott has been out of the city 
and I have not had an opportunity to talk 
with him,” said Mr. Collier yesterday. 
“I am of the opinion that the buildings 
had better be sold as soon as a bidder can 
be found, for it begins to look ag if the 
rains and weather will play havoc with the 
structures, 

‘We have done all we can, and now it 
is only a question of time as to the de- 
struction of and buildings. They will be 
sold for what they will bring as old lum- 
ber.” 

Are the Buildings in Danger? 

The caving in of the roof of the manu- 
facturers and liberal arts building has 
caused much anxiety about the other 
buildings on the grounds. 

“The damage is considerable to the 
building,” said Mr. Larned yesterday, “and 
I do not suppose it will be repaired. I do 
not think the entire building will fall in, 
but then this cannot be told, as the part 
that has already fallen may weaken the 
trusses and cause the other supports to 
give way precipitating the entire roof and 
walls. 

“The damage was not discovered until 
the afternoon when I was on my return 
trip from the dam of Clara Meer. The 
building appeared to have been struck by 
lightning and I got out of my carriage to 
examine it. Then ,J discovered the ruin, 
and an examination wag made of the build- 
ing. 

‘This building is one of the largest and 
most expensive on the grounds, costing 
about $52,000 and even at those figures the 
contractor lost money on the job. It was 
built very substantially and securely, and 
if it has given way other buildings may do 
the same thing.”’ 

» Mr. Larned is in the office with Mr.

What of the Government Building? 

The ownership of the government build- 
ing seems to be in doubt.

SAYS HE STOLE $4 FROM HER (ud 


Denounced Him as a Thief and Caused £ 


His Conviction Before Judge 
Foute Yesterday. 


Judge Foute tried a case yesterday after- 
rcon in which a mother prusecuted her own = 
son for larceny, and had him sent to jail 
to await the jurisdiction of a higher court.

COMES BACK AT EDITOR HAM 


Declares That He Is a Plagarist and 
Did Not Invent the Word 
“‘Snologoster.”’

Professor Ca : s Henderson has heard of 
the charges e against him in Gaines- 
ville, and comes back at ditor Ham in a 
card that fairly blazes. : 

The communication comes from New 
York, and is based upon the following edit- 
Orial which appeared in The Gainesville 
Cracker, of June 18th: 


“Sunday's Constitution had an article ex- 
posing the deadbeat and fraud, calling him- 
self brofessor Carlos Henderson, who has 
inflicted his presence on the people of 
Gainesville for several months, getting 
everything he could on a credit and running 
away in the night to escape the baililis, 
who were watching his movements. 

“One thing in the article we wish to 
correct: He is spoken of as ‘one of the 
most popular teachers of the seminary,’ ’ 
and ‘his friends and acquaintances will be 
surprised to learn that he is being fallowed 
by bailiffs.’ 1t is true he was unfortunately 
connected for a short time with the semi- 
nary, but he is not to be named in the same 
breath with the accomplished teachers of 
that popular institution, And, as for 
friends,’ there is not a citizen of Gaines- 
ville who deserves to be so dishonored; and 
his ‘acquaintances’ were not surprised at 
his running away, or the pursuit of bailiffs, 
for they have long known him for exactly 
what he is, a contemptible drunken fraud 
and fakir. And in this connection we wish 
to inform the bailiffs that the New York 
tale is only in keeping with the preposter- 
ous stories he told in Gainesville that he 
was organizing a party of our young people 
to travel through the country with him, 
giving shows. He is in Atlanta now dodging 
about and hiding out to avoid these same 


bailiffs.’’ 
A Red-Hot Card. 


Professor Henderson does not like the at- 
tack, and retorts in a red-hot card. He 
says: 

‘194 Broadway, New York, June 24, 1896.— 
The Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.: I saw an 
article in your paper of the 14th instant 
concerning me, which I thought best to 
ignore, but again a cutting from your paper 
Gated June 2th has been forwarded me, 
and as it contains an extract from The 
Gainesville Cracker, which is so oulrageous 
in its lies and false Statements, 1 cannot 
well pass it over Without making the trutn 
Known. I will prove to you that ‘all these 
lies are fabricated by this man Ham, the 
editor of The Cracker, are of pure malice, 
because I owed him about $3. 

“I will start with the beginning. It says, 
‘I drifted there from the exposition!’ 1 did 
nothing of the kind; I had my own school 
of languages in Atlanta, circular of which 
I send inclosed, and Professor VanHoose, 
the president of the Georgia Female semin- 
ary, Came to Atlanta to see me, and en- 
gaged me. I had some good classes in At- 
lanta, but left them to go to Gainesville. 
There they soon found out and told me 
not only once, but a hundred times, that 
they never had a teacher there, who not 
only knew languages as I did, but who also 
knew how to teach them, asI did; andI not 
only teach ianguages, but am just as com- 
petent to teach Latin, Greek, art or any of 
the English subjects, 

“I refer you’ to the presidents of the col- 
lege to confirm my statement. They can- 
not but tell the truth, because they have 
often told me themselves: in fact, I have 
a letter where Professor VanHoose writes 
me only two weeks ago that, concerning 
my teaching and linguistic abilities, [ am 
all I represent to be. The greate® part of 
the teachers, including Professor Pearce. 
associate president of the Georgia Female 
seminary, and Mrs. VanHoose, wife of the 
president, were so enthusjastic over my 
teaching that they formed a class und took 
lessons u®der me, whieh. class continued 
right to the end of the term, and several 
of them expressed the wish that they could 
spend their vacation in the same place 
where I might happen to be, so that they 
could continue to study under me, as they 
might not get another chance to have a 
teacher like me.-.A number of the pupils 
told me that before I came they did not 
learn anything in languages—which I soon 
found out to be the truth—and that they 
had learned more with me the first month 
than they had learned during the whole 
previous term. 

“Now, every word of what I write you is 
the truth, and I refer you to Professor 
Pearce, the associate president. to confirm 
my statement, because I know he is too 
honorable and upright a gentleman to with- 
hold the truth. He was the one in that 
establishment for whom I had the greatest 
admiration and the highest respect. He is 
the model of a true man, straightforward 
and fearless; of a nobiq, and upright char- 
acter. : 

“Now, this is an answer to Ham’s state- 
ment regarding mv non-popularity, my be- 
ing a fraud and fakir, as this man chooses 
to express it. 

“It is true I owe some trifling accounts 
in Gainesville, not over $20 in the aggere- 
gate, among which $3 to Mr. Ham. I was 
a little short at the end of the term. but 
have no intention whatsoever to defraud 
anybody out of what I owe them: but, 
surely, that is not such a crime: there are 
thousands of most respected cit#zens who 
owe money and cannot always pay at a 
given time. I have not told anybody that 
Y would not pay, but I require a little time.

Would 
you believe that, for the sake of the miser- 
able $3, this man could be so mean and 
spiteful to try to take away a man’s char- 
acter? If anybody is a fraud, it is he him- 
self, in proof of which please read this 
cutting of The New York Herald, June 7th. 
page 4, headed. ‘More Plagiarism:’ 

““Mr. H. .W. J. Ham, of Georgia, is 
spoken of as the coiner of the term ‘‘snolly- 
goster.”” This word was known befcre this 
particular ham entered the smokehouse 
of the world. It is found in Dan Emmett’s 
“Black Brigade,” a song that dates back 
to the early days of the civil war. and was 
wt long time sung by the college glee 
clubs: 


We am de snoily-gosters 

Gwine to joln the union 

And we lubs Jeems river oysters.

“Ham himself always gives himself out 
as the inventor of this word ‘snolly-goster.’ 
SO you see how he sails under false colors. 
And then the man has the audacity to eall 
me a ‘drunken fraud.’ I can safely swear 
that no man has ever seen me under the 
influence of liquor. Drink has never been 
my failing. I can drink a glass of beer 
when I am in company, or anything 
else, but don’t think I have drank half a 
dozen glasses of beer or anything else 
during the five months I was at Gaines- 
ville, There is nothing in the world I 
abhor more than a drunkard, who, in my 
eyes, is worse than a beast. I could go 
from the beginning to the end of the year 
without any drink, and never feel the want 
of it. My worst enemy, if he speaks the 
truth, could not accuse me of this vice, 
and it is outrageous, it is shameful, that 
this man should make such an allegation 
against me, which he knows jis a bare- 
faced lie.

He Is Building Up the Physical Con- 
dition of the Line To Hold the 
Business of His Connections.

The directors of the Atlanta and West 
Point Railroal Company met. yesterday 
and declared a dividend- of 3 per cent’ for 
the six months ending June 30th. 

The meeting was held at the company’s 
the Equitable building. The 
present were: Messrs. Berry, 
Fisher, Lamgston, Bigby and President 
George C. Smith. 

President Smith/s financial statement 
showed the best year in the road's history. 
Both gross and net earnings were larger 
than they ever were before. The gross 
earnings for the year ending June 30, 1896, 
were $533,838.51, an increase of $59,816.21. Net 
earning were $217,164.30, an increase of 
$17,211.21 compared with the previous year. 

After the payment of interest and divi- 
dends, tie surplus amounted to about 
$52,000, which has been invested in addi- 
tional freight and passenger equipment, 
purchased and placed in service during 


the year. 

The earning, gross and net, are shown 
in the following statement: 

For the year ending June 30, 1896—Gross 
earnings, $523,838.51: for the year ending 
June 30, 1895, $474,022.30; increase, $59,816.21.

The operating expenses show an increase 
of $44,433.42, principally in new steel rails, 
ties and ballast. 

Under President Snfith’s management 
the revenues of the road have ‘increased 
largely. ‘Fhis increase has been on both 
the passenger and freight sides, but chief- 
ly in the former on through business. Mr. 
Smith’s policy has been to build up the 
equipment and the physical condition of 
the line all the time. It has powerful 
systems at either end and by maintaining 
a road on which superior service can be 
rendered, the Atlanta and West point 
holds its own and more. To remain a part 
of the great through route the physical 
condition and the service must be high. 
So the surplus was invested this year in 
betterments, heavier rails, new cars and 
new ballast. The line has now a fine road- 
bed, the steel is heavy and the ballast is 
of the best. Fast time can be made from 
end to end of the road and it is the most 
popular route between Atlanta and the 
southwest. The traffic of the Atlanta and 
West Point is nrore regular than it used 
to be. Comparative statements show that 
formerly the revenues varied largely from 
month to month. Now the business is 
steadier. Mr. Smith’s policy is conserva- 
tive and all the connecting lines speak of 
the Atlanta and West Point as a good 
connection to do business with. 

The dividend will be payable on and 
after July lith. This makes the dividend 
for the last twelve months 6 per cent. The 
capitai stock of the company is $1,250,000, 
and there is the same amount of deben- 
tures,

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- ROADS MUST PAY POSTAGE. 


Postmaster General Wilson Says “R. 
R. B.”” Envelopes Are Misused. 
Postmaster General Wilson says that the 
railroads of this country are beating the 
government out of $250,000 a year by send- 
ing their official mai! in the baggage cars 
without being stamped. It has long been 
the custom of the railroads to send their 
own official correspondence from point to 
point along their lines in a pouch of their 
own, which was handled by the baggage 
master. This has probably always been 
the practice. They have also handled the 
correspondence of connecting lines in the 

Sante way. 

“R. R. B.” envelopes are famifiar to all. 
It has been no secret among railroad men. 
Postal route agents have known.-of the 
practice, and so has every one who had 
any familiarity at all with railroad prac- 
tices. The postoffice department claims 
the right to order the roads to pay post- 
age on all their correspondence except that 
which relates to some baggage, freight or

Post- 
master General Wilson quotes the law, 
and it seems to sustain him fully in his 
position. 

It is said that the government would not 
have interferred if the practice had been 
confined by roads to ther own local busi- 
ness. But if the Southern’s officials here 
had correspondence or advertising matter 
which they wished to send to the New 
York Central's agent at Buffalo, they 
would send the matter inclosed in “R. R. 
B." envelopes to their baggage man on a 
north bound train. He would take ft in 
&@ pouch to Washington, where it would be 
sorted and delivered to a baggage man 
On the Pennsylvania road. He would car- 
ry it to Jersey City, where it would be 
transferred to the New York Central and 
an agent of that road would forward it 
to Buffalo. The government would not 
get a cent out of it and it might be.adver- 
Using matter weighing several pounds. 
Millions of circulars, dodgers and of- 
ficial letters are delivered in the course of 


*& year by the railroads of this country in 


this manner. It is this practice which the 
postal department proposes to stop, be- 
cause the authorities think that the gov- 
ernment is entitled to postage on the matter 
handled. 

It is not generdlly known that the law 
prohibits a corporation or individual from 
currying letters between places reached by 
the government postal service. It does not 
matter if these letters are private prop- 


| perty of the person we ph tor them. Unless 


they bear governmen¥ postage the act is 
unlawful. Express companies cannot law- 
fully carry letters from placesto place un- 
less they bear government pdstage. 

The order of the postmaster general to 
raiiways is as follows: 

“It has been made ta appear, on evi- 
dence satisfactory to the postmaster gen- 
eral, that officers and employes of the rail- 
way companies tlarougheut the United 
States are in the habit of sending artd 
Carrying over their various lines letters 
Outside the mails and not inclosed in gov- 
ernment stamped envelopes, and which do 
not pertain to the cargo being carried on 
the train: and the carrying of such letters 
Outside the matls is in direct violation of 
Sections 3,985 and 3,993 of the revised 
Statutes of the United States, which read 
as follows: 

***No stagecoach, railway car, steamboat 
or other vehicle or vessel which regularly 
performs trips at stated pericds on any 
post route, or from any city, town or place 
to any other city, town or place, between 
which the mail is regularly carried, shall 
carry, otherwise than in the mail, any let- 
ter or packets, except such as relate to 
some ipart of the cargo of such steamboat 
Or otter Vessel, OF ww SOMME Mii dae Csiseu 
at the same time ky the same stagecoach, 
railway car or other vehicle, except «as 
provided in section 3,993. 

‘Ror every such offense the owner of 
the stagecoach, railway car, steambot, or 
other vehicle or vessel shall be liable to a 
penalty of $100; and the driver, conductor, 
master or other person having charge 
thereof, and not at the same time owner 
of the whole or any part thereof, shall for 
every such offense be liable to a penalty 
of $50

nfail, provided such envelope be duly 
directed and-properly sealed, so that the 
letter cannot be taken therefrom without 
defacing the envelope and the date of the 
letter or the transmission or receipt there- 
of shall be written or stamped upon the 
envelope. But the ;westmaster general may 
suspend the operation of this section upon 
any mail route where the public interest 
may require such suspension.’ 

“IT therefore hereby notify all railroad 
officials and employes that these sections 
of the revised statutes will be rigidly en- 
forced and all parties detected in their 
violation, whether officers of the railway 
companies, conductors on .trains, baggage 
masters, brakemen or other employes, will 
be prosecuted for such violations. 

“All inspectors of the postoffice depart- 
ment are instructed to keep a careful watch 
and arrest any person caught carrying let- 
ters in violation of these statutes.

WORKED IT FOR A YEAR. 


The Alton Gang Worked a Smooth 
Game on the Road. 

The scheme which was being. worked 
by the conductors to beat the Alton was 
not altogether new, but it was only by 
an accident that the men who were work- 
ing it were caught. The discovery came 
about through a package of tickets which 
oné conductor attempted to throw to @ 
confederate on a passing train. His aim 
was not good, the tickets fell to the ground 
and were found by a conductor who was 
not in the plot. He gave the thing away. 

The following letter, written by General 
Passenger Agent Charlton, of the Alton, to 
General Passenger Agent S. F. Bb. Morse, 
of the Scuthern Pacific, explains the 
scheme: 

“Mr. S. F. B. Morse, General Passenger 

Agent of the Southern Pacific: 

‘Dear Sir—Referring to your message of 
yesterday and my reply, I inclose you a 
clipping from yesterday’s Tribune, which 
will give you an idea of the trouble about 
which I wrote you the other day. You 
understand as well as I do that this is 
no new trick. It is a very easy matter 
to work, however, as these men worked 
from “five to ten tickets a day, from Spring- 
field to Chicago, without being caught. 
They handled them very cautiously. We 
had been onto the trouble for about a 
year, but had been unable to get hold of 
anything which we could use to advantage 
in dealing with these conductors and 


agents. 

“The story; bnMefly told, is as follows: 
J. W. Council, hte assistant ticket agent 
at Springfield station, made an arrange- 
ment with some of the conductors by which 
they returned to, him unpunched certain 
tickets sold for and presented on our fast 
limited north bound train, which leaves 
Springfield at 11:35 a. m. for Chicago. 
These tickets were returned in time to 
be resold by Mr. Couneil for the mid- 
night trains from Springfield to Chicago. 
Neither the midnight trains nor the fast 
limited north bound trains are gated 
trains. Therefore, the tickets bore no can- 
cellation punch, as they would do if they 
had been presented on gated trains. Not 
heing punched, and being apparently fresh 
and new, the second passenger suspected 
nothing. All our tickets are limited one 
day from date of sale, and, of course, would 
have to resold within date of limit. 
The business being large, there was no 
trouble in disposing of anywhere from five 
to ten tickets a day. Single trip rate is 
now $4.75. We have now docided to put 
gatemen on all our trains whether limited 
vestibule trains or local trains, and gate- 
men will be placed in charge of the ves- 
tibuled entrances of our limited trains in 
the same way ag they are now placed in 
cnarge of the gated entrances of our local 
trains. The new arrangement will go into 
effect within the next ten days. 

“We have two daily north bound local 
trains, Springfield to Chicago, which are 
rated trains, and while these are popular 
for Chiceeo travel, it is a fact that con- 
ductors do not attempt to return any of 
the tickets sold for these gated trains and 
ranceied with punch by the eateman. 
Your truly, J. CHARLTON.”

A Curious Presidential Complication | 


Which Arose in 1849. 

Very few people know that a man named 
Atchison was once presilent of the United 
States, but such fs the case, says The Phils- 
delphit Press. .While the oath of office 
was never administered and he was not 
officially recornized, .David R. Atchison 
was for twenty-four hours virtually the 
chief executive of this nation. 

March 4, 1849, came-on Sunday, a day 
that the constitution does not recognize as 
legal in the transaction of such official 
business as administering the oath of 
office. On that day at noon President 
Polk's term of office ended and President- 
elect Zachary Taylor could not take his 
place or, at least, did not think he couid. 
The prospect of the country being without 
an official head for the twenty-four hours, 
or there being doubt about who would be 
the head, created discussion in congress 
and in the press. 

When General Taylor arrived in Wash- 
ington a few days before his inauguration 
he was besought to take the oath of office 
on Sunday so as to prevent confusion and 
what some persons believed to be danger, 
as those were rather stirring times. Dur- 
ing Saturday and Saturday night there 
were a half-dozen fights in congress. The 
capitol was a camp of violence, but Gen- 
eral Taylor held out that he would not be- 
come president on Sunday. 

David R. Atchison, of Missouri, was 
president pro tempore of the senate and it 
was held by congress that the functions of 
president must devolve upon him from Sun- 
day noon till Monday noon and for these 
twenty-four hours he had the distinction 
of being president of the United States, 
having all the functions and powers of 
that office. The oath of the office was not 
administered to him for the same reason 
that it was not immediately administered 
to General Taylor, but he being virtually 
vice president it was not considered necese 
sary. 

That Senator Atchison considered him- 
self president there can. be no doubt, for 
on Mon@ay morning, when the senate ra- 
assembled, he sent to the white house for 
the seal of the great office and signed cre 
or two official papers as president. These 
were some small acts in connection with 
the inaveuration that had been neglected 
by President Polk. 

Rut there was much fun and good-natur- 
ed badinage indulged in among Atchison’s 
friends and himself during his short presi- 
dential term. He was a democrat, while 
the president-elect was a whig. A ma- 
jority of the senate was democratic and 
his friends iokingly proposed to him to 
usurp the office by calling the army to his 
back and preventing ‘Old Ironsides’’ from 
being sworn in. If any such thing had 
heen seriously contemplated General Tay- 
lor was too much the idol of the army to 
let it be successful. 

Had General Taylor been an unpopular 
man and had Atchison had the character 
and ambition of dictator, with a friendly 
army and congress and timid supreme 
court, President Atchison’s name would 
probably not have been so soon forgotten 
and the constitutional day of inaugurating 


‘the president of the United States would 


have been changed so that it would never 
again fall on Sunday. 

According to an almanac maker of the 
time, the next inauguration to fall on Sun- 
day will be March 4, 1921, there will then 
be ap opportunity for a repetition of the 
events of 1849.

President McDowell Said To Have 
Pocketed a Large Sum. 


AN INVESTIGATION ORDERED 


His Patriotic Efforts Very Profitable, 
it Seems, 


BUT HE DID NOT PAY KEEPER KNAPP 


Knapp Has Told What He Knows and 
the Wily McDowell Is in 
the Toils. 


The Columbian Liberty bell is to bring 
on a big legal battle, 

Since its discovery in Chicago some days 
ago it has been determined that the short- 
age of President William 0. McDowell is 
much greater than wi:s at first supposed. 

The Columbian bell had a strange his- 
tory in Atlanta during the exposition. -«It 
was in charge of Keeper Knapp, a man 
whose funereal smile will be well remem- 


bered by the thousands who attended the 


exposition; and who was noted for his 
desire to have the big bell tapped on all 
occasions. But the bell for some reason 
did not stir up afiy patriotic sentiment, 
Keeper Knapp complained that it was neg- 
lected. The exposition closed. Suddenly 
the bell disappeared, No one could lo- 
cate it. Several days ago it turned up in 
Chicago, and it was found that Keeper 
Knapp was holding it in ‘*hock’’ for sal- 
ary he claimed was due him by McDowell, 
president of the Liberty Bell Association. 
Examination was begun and it was found 
that President McDowell was a defaulter 
and had misappropriated funds, Then 
search was put in for McDowell. He has 
been found by a representative of The New 
York Herald; who says: 

“I called at the home of William O. Me- 
Dowell, in Lincoln Park, Newark, yester- 
day afternoon, to ask what he had to say 
about the decision of the Columbian Lib- 
erty Bell Association, of Washington, to 
demand hig resignation. 1 was unable 
to see him, nowever, as his daughter stated 
that his physician had given strict orders 
aguinst any but members of the family 
talking with him, 

“The Washington organization Was or- 
ganized in 1891 by a number of prominent 
and eminently respectable men and women 
of patriotic impuises, for the purpose of 
procuring an historic bell to be taken 
around the country and rung at liberty 
festivals and on historic and patriotic oc- 
casions. The money was raised and the 
bell cast, and a big time was made over 
it at the Columbian exposition, in Chicago, 
1892. McDowell says that he was appoint- 
ed chairman and treasurer at a meeting 
of the pan-republic congress organization, 
at Philadelphia, 1n 1891, but it has devel- 
oped lately that he appointed himself to 
the positions. He wag supremely active 
in the matter, and- in fact, took sole 
charge of everything. The other members 
of the committee were scattered all over 
the country. 


Is a Man of Energy. ‘ 


“He is full of energy, and had the repu- 
tation of having organized the Sons of 
the American Revolution. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that other men were 
wiiing to allow him to lead in the bell en- 
tePprise. Their part in the matter was 
only an _ episode in their career; his part 
developed into his constant daily employ- 
ment fcr five years, with finally nine 
clerks Working under him. He became 
virtually the sole survivor of the bell 
committee, and he extended its business 
in a way that ¢héeother members never 
dreamed of. He wetit on raising money by 
appeals to patriotic ple throughout the 
country for funds to pay off a debt on 
the bell: fpr founding a home for veterans 
of libert%? and for distributing patriotic 
literature, including The Liberty Primer. 
He also ~-sold souvenir bells at $15 each, 
though they cost but $3.85, and bells which 
he advertised were made from ‘bell metal’ 
from the old cruiser’ Kearsarge and‘ from 
the surplus of overflow of the original Lib- 
erty bell, which was made of meta! con- 
tributed from all parts of the country in 
th shape of historical relics and family 
heirlooms. These things probably did go 


| there {s {In addition a “general e 


into the original bell, but as for the bell 
of the Kearsarge Acting Secretary Mce- 
Adoo, of the navy, recently wrote from 
Washineton that it is now in the IUnited 
States Naval academy, at Annapolis, Md. 

“McDowell formed the “Human League 
of Freedom” and other things with high 
counding titles, but so far as anv one has 
vet been able to learn that is all there is 
to ihem. He sent out thousands of printed 
and typewritten appeals for money for pa- 
tritoic causes through the mails, and how 
much he actually reecived in response will 
probably never be known. He has recent- 
ly admitted in svpplementary proceedings 
on a judgment for $600 against him for 
printing, for the Columbian Liberty bell 
rommiittee, that his income was prohablv 
$390 a week for a lone time. Much of this 
was subscriptions of $15, $20 and $25 for 
sonvenir tiberty bells. which cost him when 
ready for shipment $3.85 each. 

“Attention was forcibly called to the 
matter some months ago when Mayor Ehy, 
of Harrisbure, Pa., who had subseribed for 
a bell and failed to receive it after reneated 
premises in response to frequent demands 
wrote to Chief of Police Honper. of New. 
ark. about McDowell and the hells. The 
apanet of taney yt corresnondence was 
thet the mavor of Harrisburg got 
but the publicity which wane er — 
matter brought out other complaints of 
the same nature, and recent developments 
have shown that perhaps three hundred 
persons have paid for souvenir bells. but 
have never recetyed them. oe 

“At that time McDowell admitted that 
his accovnts had not been audited in two 
years. The publication of the facts cagpe 
to the attention of Messrs, J. C. Pumpelly 
and J. Howard Foote. of New York. who 
audited his accounts the last time it was 
done, and they demanded a new accounting 
at once. It was not promptly forthcoming 
and then, upen thefr demand, he turned 
over nearly all of his hooks, accounts and 
vouchers, retaining some, which he still 
declines to surrender. Next this resigna. 
tien wee demanded. He gave it, thouch 
reluctantly, and over him signature said 
that he thereby cave up his ‘self-appointed’ 
nositions of chairman and treasurer of the 
Columbian TAbertv bell committee. 

“Tn the same resienation he also acknow!l- 
edged having appropriated monev to his 
own use, This wae on Anril 15th last. Mr 
Foote has sinee died. but. under the di. 
rection of Mr. Pumrellv. who fs now ahsent 
on an extended wedding tour, experts have 
heen endoarvorineg tn uhtanele the accannte 
ete., which McDowell suhmitted.

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MRS. GARFIELD’S INCOME. 


The Widow of the Martyred President 
Enjoys a Handsome Revenue. 
Mrs. Garfield is living quietly at her old 
home at Mentor, in the suburbs of Cleve- 
land, and the place has been much im- 
proved, says The Washington Post. It is 
now one of the most beautiful and comfor- 
table farm residences in Ohio, and an ideal 
place for a quiet, retired life. It is only 
fifteen minutes on the cars from Cleveland, 
and less than half an nour’s drive from 
Painesville, which is an educational center, 
and one of the most attractive as well as 
one of the most cultured communities in 

the world. 

Mrs. Garfield is a rich woman now, but 
her wealth came with her sorrow. Her 
early days, and, in fact, all her life, even 
up to the death of her husband, was passed 
in the closest economy, and she was often 
deprived of the comforts and luxuries that 
usually pertain to people of her: station. 
General Garfield never had anything but 
his salary. He was an open-handed man, 
generous and careless with his money, and 
was scarcely ever able to make both ends 
meet. But Mrs. Garfield now has an income 
of $16,000 as interests from the fund that 
was raised for her by Cyrus W. [Field 
afier the assassination, and a pension from 
congress of $5,000, which gives her §21,- 
000 a year to use as she pieases, and 
she does not spend one-fifth of it. All of 
the children are well fixed. Mollie, the 
oldest child, is the wife of Mr. Stanley 
Brown, the representative of the Alaska 
Commercial Company, at’ Washington. 
James and Henry are presticing law in 
partnership at Cleveland, and are rapidly 
making both money and reputation. James 
is ga member of the Ohio state senate, 
with an excellent record. They are both 
splendid fellows, and promise to be useful 
and famous men. 

General Garfield had more money a few 
days after his nomination than he ever 
had at any other time in his life. He 
reached Cleveland from the Chicago con- 
vention with just $300 in his pocket. That 
represented all the wealth he had in the 
world except his mortgaged home at Men- 
tor. Knowing this circumstance, Mr. 
Sylvester T. Everett, the well-known 
Cleveland banker, in whose house he was 
a guest, started out one morning with a 
little subscription paper, and came back 
with ten $1,000 checks, one of which bore 
his own signature. He fixed up a Dank 
book, with a package of blank checks, 
put them all in an envelope, dnd at the 
first opportunity handed the package to 
Garfield, with a remark that there was a 
little pin money for his personal expenses 
during the campaign, and an explanation 
that not a penny of it was to be spent for 
political purposes. 

When the general realized the amount 
and the nature of the gift he fell upon 
Everett’s neck and wept like a child. He 
said that the greatest load he had to bear 
had been taken from him, for he had been 
lying awake at nights wondering how he 
was going to meet his personal expenses 
during the. campaign. He said, too, that 
he mever had so much money before in his 
life.

In the spring wheat areas of North Da- 
kota and northern Minnesota, there has 
been a widespread cevelopment the pres- 
ent week of rust and biight. This ts 
caused by the very moist condition of the 
ground and ‘thot werther and the very 
poor surroundings when the crop was 
seeded. The latest reports ifidicate a 
yield only of from one-half to two-thirds 
of an average crop, - 

There is no crop grewh from which we 
receivé, during its’ growth and even up 
to the time of harvesting. such contradic- 
tory reports as to condition and growth. 
I never have been able to ascertain or 
come at the causes which prompt such 
misrepresentation regarding the crop. I 
have often called it the “crop-killer’s 
crop.” 

This season, nowever, these reports as 
to damage from rust come from such re- 
liable sources that I give them with evy- 
ery reason to believe that they are cor- 
rect, 

The oat crop has not only headed out, 
but is now beginning to turn, and more 
or less reports this week also in Illinois, 
lowa and Nebraska. The oat harvest 
has commenced this week in Kansas and 
Missour!, and t expect to see it advance 
in southern illinois this week. The great 
bulk of the oat crop which is grown in 
lllinois, lowa and Nebraska will be fit to 
harvest in about -ten days. Contracts 
for the new crop are already being made tin 
Illinois at 12 cents per bushel. In towa 
ut from 10 to 12. in. Nebraska at from 
8 to 10. 

As 1 have stated before, 
full yet of old oats of 18965, 
wonder with such a situation that con- 
tracts for the new crop should be made 
at such prices.

How Gunpowder Is Made. 
From The Philadelphia Times. 
Gunpowder has steadily developed as 
mechanical skill constructed better and 
better weapons in which to use it, until 
today it has reached a perfection of manu- 


facture for various purposes which allows. 


its effects to be foretold in any weapon, 
even to the time it takes a grain to burn, 
and to the distance it will drive a shot. 

Saltpeter, sulphur and charcoal are still 
the only ingredients of the gunpowder in 
common use, although a new gunpowder 
made of different materials is undergoing 
successful experiment. A mixture of salt- 
peter and charcoal alone would form am 
explosive, and sulphur is added chiefly to 
make it plastic or capable of being press- 
ed into cakes and shapes. All three in- 
gredients have to be purified by the most 
careful chemical ski) before they are 
combined. Then an exact proportion of 
each has to be measured out according to 
the kind of powder to be made. 

For the gunpowder generally used you 
would find in every hundred pounds, if 
you could separate the ingredients, seven- 
ty-five pounds of saltpeter, fifteen pounds 
of charcoal and ten pounds of sulphur; 
but it would be almost impossible to sep- 
arate the ingredients, for they are not 
merely mixed together as you might mix 
pepper and salt, but they are ground and 
rolled and stirred and pressed together by 
special machines until they are almost 
sufficiently united to form a single new 
substance. 

This mixing process is called ‘“‘triura- 
tion’’ and the powder is thus made into 
the form of big flat cakes, called press 
cake, and then broken up and screened 
into grains of special] sizes or ground to 
the fine powder used for shotguns and re- 
volvers. The large-grained powders are 
still further stirred together until the 
grains become highly glazed, and’ these 
are called cannon powders. A lighted 
match may be held to a grain of cannon 
powder and it will be found almost im- 
possible to set it on fire, but once ignited 
it flashes off very suddenly and violently.

The.maid or matron winning the race is 
awarded a beautiful Sevres or Dresden tea 
cup; second and third prizes, similar in 
style, being also given, 

This race can be made really charming 
and picturesque if the bicycles are elabor- 
ately decorated with flowers; if one is an 
expert rider and feels reasonably sure that 
no tumbles await her, a canopy, daisy- 
covered, or one a mass of roses or forget- 
me-nots, can be erected over her wheel, 
with the dress corresponding in color and 
decoration. If one goes in for elaborate 
trimmings, many colored ribbons combined 
with flowers and foliage can be made ef- 
fective. 

In the souvenir teaspoon contest there 
must be as many lines of spoons placed 
at regular intervals as there are riders.

How a Princess Called Down Another 
Woman. 2,500 Years Ago. 
From The Baltimore Sun. 

Twenty-five hundred years ago @ prin- 
cess of the royal family of Assyria wrote 
a letter to a lady of the imperial court, 
in which the latter was haughtily rebuked 
for presuming to use the familiar title of 
“sister” in addressing the royal lady.

to puzzle out the dignified terms in which 
one woman of those ancient days rebuked 
another. 

The letter was not written with ink upon 
a sheet of tinted paper, as would be done 
by a fair dame of today, but was, inscribe- 


ed in cuneiform characters upon a tablet. 


of baked clay. It is in thirteen lines, and 
the royal lady did not waste words to ex- 
press her contempt at the other’s imper- 
tinence. The tablet was written only a 
few years before the destruction of Nine- 
veh and the overthrow of the Assyrian em- 
pire, which is generally placed by histo- 
rians as having occurred in 606 B. C. ‘It 
is one of the few remains of that period 
which have come down to the scholars of 
the present day. It was discovered a score 
or more years ago and many Assyriologists 
have tried their hand at a translation. Dr. 
Johnston, in working upon it, did not have 
the original tablet, but a picture of it. The 
royal lady who wrote the letter, or who 
probably dictated it to her scribe, was the 
Princess Sheruaeterat, a grand-daughter 
of the famous Assyrian monarch Asurba- 
napal, called Sardanapalus by Greek writ- 
ers, who, in addition to being a great con- 
queror, -was the founder of an extensive 
public library. and a patron of literature 
and the arts. The letter is translated by 
Dr. Johnston: . 

“Message of the king’s daughter to As- 
shur-Sharrat. Thou dost not properly ad- 
dress thy letter sent to,me, nor use the 
title to me befitting thy station. People 
might say, ‘Is she the sister of Sheruaete- 
ret, the eldest daughter of Ashur-etil-ilani- 
ukinni, the great king, the mighty king, 
king of hosts, king of Assyria?’ But thou 
art only the daughter of the ,daughter-in- 
law of the wife of Asurbanapal, eldest son 
of ‘Esarnaddon, king of Assyria.” 

Dr. Johnston suggests iat this last 
Sentence was probably a crushing blow for 
the recipient of the letter, as’ the peculiar 
expression ‘“‘daughter of the daughter-in- 
law of Asurbanapal’s wife’’ was most like- 
ly a reference to some delectable bit of 
court scandal] in the famous Asiatic em- 
pire. The doctor also said that the rebuke 
was a perfectly proper one from what is 
known today of the Assyrian etiquette in 
letter writing. 

“Tf the lady, Asshur-Sharrat, addressed 
the princess as sister without being so re- 
lated,’’ said he, ‘“‘she certainly committed a 
gross breach of etiquette and was guilty of 
an impertinence which richly merited a 
rebuke. Even if she were actually her sis- 
ter, it is doubtful whether she could have 
so addressed the eldest daughter of the 
sovereign family. We find a prince speak- 
ing of his father as ‘the' king, my lord,’ 
but never as ‘my father.’ And among pri- 
vate individuals, except in case of near 
relatives, it was the invariable rule to ad- 
dress each person by his proper title, with 
the addition of the words ‘My lord.’ ”

were made out before the proofs were writ- 
ten, and Whitner sighted an every com- 
pany concerned, some of which he did not 
know. and had never heard of. but the 
job was too good to be jeopardized bv a 
single mhinute’s delay, and so the oiled 
feather proved tr’umphant in the adjust- 
ment of a very difficult case.”

There ig no doubt but that this theory 
points towards the innocence of John Mc- 
Cullough, and that it has caused a wonder- 
ful reversion of public sentiment in his 
favor throughout the state. 


» The two citizens of Milner who saw the 


tramp board the southbound Central train 
on the day of the killing at Forest station, 
only five miles from Riverdale, are per- 
fectly reliable, and great confidence is 
placed in their story. ' 

The article published in last Monday’s 
Constitution to the effect that E. B. Dar- 
den—one of the gentlemen—was not very 
highly respected in his community and that 
his story about the McCullough tramp was 
not believed seems to have been an unin- 
tentional error. 

A communication from Milner, signed by 
twenty leading citizens pf that town, 
State that Mr. Darden is perfectly reliable, 
and that the report to the contrary was 
entirely erroneous. 

The following is the document: 

“Milner, Ga., July 6—To The Atlanta 
Constitution: We, the undersigned citi- 
zens of the town of Milner, Ga., after 
having read the article in today’s Consti- 
tution intended as an explosion of the 
tramp theory as given by E. B. Darden 
and Coleman Parjsh, in reference to. the 
murder of Mrs, McCullough, and aiso as 
a refiection on the character and veracity 
of kK. B. Darden, feel it our duty to state 
that the character of these men as given 
by Professor Cato is absolutely correct, 
and that their evidence given before any

After the tramp had been on the seat in 
the car for some time he arose and pro- 
duced a plain gold ring and offered to sell 
it to Mr. Darden for 50 cents, claiming that 
he had had nothing to eat all day and 
wanted money with which:-to buy some 
food. 

Did the ring come off the dead woman’s 
finger? 

That {is the question which is being thor- 
oughly investigated. Mrs, McCultough was 
not accustomed to wear jewelry, but it 
may be possible that she wore the ring 
that morning. Her engagernent ring, how- 
ever, has since been found at home, but 
it may be possible that this ring had been 
borrowed. 

Mr. Emery McCueugch, the brother of 
the accused man, has little faith, however, 
in this clew. 

John McCullough f§ still confined tn his 
cell at the station house and is hopeful 
of the result. He refuses to talk about his 
case and this is regarded as heing an evi- 
dence of his guilt by the authorities. 

No counsel has as yet been engaged for 
the defense, but it is certain that the pris- 
Oner will. be well represented. 


ARRESTED A BAILIFF. 


COURT OFFICER IS SERVED WITH 
A BAIL TROVER PROCEEDING.

His Attorney Has Taken Out a Writ 
of Habeas Corpus—Decision Wi" 
Be Announced Today. 


An interesting habeas ecrpus case is 
pending in the city court before Judge 
Reid. 

The case was argued yesterday, but Judge 
Reid stated that he would reserve his de- 
cision and announce the result this morning 
at 9 o'clock. 

Several days ago Bailiff Owens, one of 
the criminal court, levied several laborer’s 
liens upon some mules and wagons belong- 
ing to Contractor Elliott. The mules and 
wagons were tuken into the custody of the 
bailiff, and are now in his possession. 

Soon after the levy was made Mrs. Elliott 
claimed the property as her own, and a 
bail trover was served upon Bailiff Owens, 
and the officer was requested to either give 
up the property cr go to Jail, Owens re- 
fused to surrender the stock, and he was 
placed under arrest, but released upon his 
own recognizance. 

As soon as the arrest of Owens was made 
Attorney Hughes, representing the defense, 
took out a writ of habeas corpus fe Owens, 
and the proceedings were argued before 
Judge Reid yesterday morning. Judge Reid 
will announce his decision this morning at 
the opening of the first division of the city 


court. . 
The case is made for a test, and has heen 
watched with much interest by the attor- 
neys and courthouse Officials, It is a neat 
question of law, and the decision means 
much either way it may he rendered. 

Bailiff Owens ta an Officer of the court, 
and as such is recognized by the code of 
the state. Among other authority with 
which he is clothed i> the authority to mako 
levies and levy attachments, and among 
When he 
levied the liens upon the property supposed 
to belong to Contractor Elliott, he was in 
the discharge of his duty, and was perform- 
ing the requirements Of his office. 

The bailiff’s attorney contends that if a 
writ of bail trover will lie against an officer 
of the court, there is something radically 
wrong with the laws, as he is an officer of 
the court, clothed with authority and under 
oath of office compelled to! discharge his 
duty. 

— levied the liens upon the 
property,” said Bailiff Owens, “just 
as I would have done in any other case, I 
did it as an officer of the law, and I had 
no pleasure in the matter whatever. When 
a paper is put into my hands to be served, 
why, I just go ahead and serve it. That is 
what I am here for, and I wouldn’t hold 
my position very long if I refused to serve 
the papers entrusted to my care.”’ 

The proper method would have been for 
Mrs .Elliott to have taken out a claim for 
the property, if it was hers individually. It 
was an unusual proceeding to take out a 
bail trover, especially against an officer. 
and the attorneys of the bailiff at once took 
out a writ of habeas corpus, demanding 
the person of the bailiff from the custody 
of the sheriff. 

“This is a test case,” said Attorney 
Hughes vesterday, “and we will fight ic w 
the highest court, if it should become neces- 
sary. Why, the situation is exceedingly ab- 
surd. Here is an officer of the law arrested 
for making u levy, and then taken into the 
possession of the sheriff because he rcfused 
to give up the property he seized under the 
levy. Ofcourse he will wia. otherwise it 
would be useless for an officer to make any 
kind of a levy, for he would be arrested and 
sent to jail.” 


RUMOR. 


He Claims the Road Has More Mile- 
age Than It Cares To Operate 
and Maintain. 


The reported rumor of a deal between 
the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company and the Atlanta Electric Rail- 
way for a portion of track from Ormond 
street to Lakewood and Grant park is 
denied in toto by President Hurt. 

President Hurt says the Consolidated 
has enough mileage to maintain and 
operate and has held no negotiations with 
any road for a purchase of additional track 
or equipment. 

The rumored deal was that the Consoli- 
dated was about to purchase the Lake- 
wood track, which would probably be 
opergted over the Washington street line, 
as track is laid on that street as far as 
Ormond, over which street the Lakewood 
line is now operating. 

President Hurt was seen yesterday and 
the following statement was furnished: 

“In an afternoon paper of yesterday 
there was a publication having reference 
to a purchase of certain other street rail- 
ways in Atlanta by the Atlanta Consoli- 
dated Street Railway Company, and refer- 
ence was made to a rumor which was 
Claimed to be in circulation. 

‘‘In justice to all parties concerned, allow 
me to say that we have heard of no such 
rumor and cannot imagine how such a 
one could have originated. 

“The Atlanta Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company has neither purchased nor 
had any negotiation to purchase any other 
road in the city or about the city. 

“About a year ago-’a proposition was 
made by parties interested in one of the 
companies here to sell said company to 
the Consolidated Company, but no trade 
was made, and no negotiations have been 
conducted since. Therefore, the rumor re- 
ferred to is wholly groundless. 

“This company has enough mileage al- 
ready, and only wish it had less to main- 
tain and operate. 

Not Figuring on Fenders. 

Vice President Earnest Woodruff, of the 
Consolidated, stated yesterday that the 
company was not figuring on the use of 
fenders on thé cars. Mr. Woodruff said: 

“Twice in your columns recently, once 
yesterday, you have referred to fenders on 
street cars and have made it appear that 
the Consolidated Street Railway Company 
is negotiating for the purchase of fenders, 
and that had a fender been used on the 
car which ran over Herman Franklin he 
would not have been killed. These state- 
ments have done the road injustice and are 
wholly unwarranted by the facts. We be- 
lieve that no device in use would have 
avoided the accident to Herman Franklin 
under the circumstances. 

“Neither Mr, Hurt nor any one else con- 
nected with the road is negotiating for the 
purchase of any fenders; on the contrary 
there is no fender in use which will do the 
work claimed for it. We have examined 
a great many devices and they have all 
proven unsatisfactory. It is to the interest 
of the road to use every device that will 
save life and limb, and the company has 
always stood ready to adopt any fender 
or other device, which, after examination. 
could be shown would do what is claimed 
for it. Some roads have expended thou- 
sands of dollars in this direction and have 
had to abandon the devices purchased. 
This company hopes to get up a guard or 
fender which may be of valuable service 
and which will not, as do other fenders 
now in use, cause many accidents which 
would not otherwise occur and which will 
not interfere with the operation of the 
cars.”

This time the wily prisoner is in jail in 

Palestine, Tex., and Sheriff George G. 


Newell'is the daring captor of the éscaped | 


murderer. 

Yesterday morning a telegram was re- 
ceived in the city addressed to Conunty At- 
torney Rosser,.stating that Myers had been 
captured and was at that moment lan- 
guishing in the jailin Palestine. 

Attorney Rosser was not in the city, but 
the message was opened by Mr. Carter, his 
partner in his law office. Attorney Carter 
read the message with surprise and then 
sent it down post haste to the sheriff's 
office. 

Sheriff Barnes looked af the telegram 
with suspicious eyes. He read the few 
lines and tilted his chair back against the 
wall and smiled. The message was filed 
away and Sheriff Newell, of Palestine, kas 
yet received no answer, 

Sheriff Newell wired positively that he 
had captured Myers and asked that a reia- 
tive of Forrest Crowley be sent at once to 
Texas to identify the prisoner now under 
arrest. The sheriff also wired that requisi- 
tion papers be sent by wire, a thing that is 
impossible to be done. 

The telegram received at the office of Mr. 
Rosser is as foHows: 

‘Palestine, Tex., July 8, 1896.—County At- 
torney, Atlanta, Ga.: Send one of Forrest 
L. Crowley’s relatives to identify Will 
Myers in jail. Send proper requisition pa- 
pers by wire quick. 

“GEORGE G. NEWELL, Sheriff.’’ 


Can This Be Myers? 

The telegrdm failed entirely to create any 
sensation, as the information that Myers 
had been arrested has been received too 
many times before. Those interested re- 
garded the messege as a fake and not 
enough interest was manifested t9 even 
give the telegram a reply. 

“T don’t know a thing in the world about 
it," said Attorney Carter yesterday after- 
noon. “I opened the telegram because it 
was addressed to Mr. Rosser, who is my 
partner. As soon as I saw the nature of 
its contents I sent it down to-the sheriff's 
office, as I knew I had nothing to do with 
it. It is something unusual to give tiis 
kind of information to the county at- 
torney.”’ 

Sheriff Barnes stated yesterday that he 
had reached his limit in sending men over 
the country to identify tramps ard just 
anybody that might be arrested on suspi- 
cion. 

The telegram was not answered by the 
sheriff, and unless Sheriff Newell is heard 
from again, the matter will probably be 
dropped at this end. 


A Requisition by Wire. 

Sheriff Newell is evidently not acquainted 
with the law, as he asked that requisition 
papers is sent by wire. 

Mr. Crowley has been advised of the 
rezeipt of the message from Newell and it 
is probable that he may answer the tele- 
gram from the Texas officer, asking that a 
description be wired him at Roswell. 

Many who have been working on the 
case are now of the opinion that Myers is 
st‘]l in the state and probably within a 
few miles of Atlanta. They take no stock 
in the telegram from Texas and state that 
the prisoner under arrest in Palestine could 
hardly be Myers,

WILL BE $50,000 


Short Peach Crop Will Cause a Large 
Loss of Revenue. 


THE BRANDY BUSINESS LESS 


Collector Trammell Talks About the 
Prospects in Georgia. 


MANY NEW ODISTILLERIES TO 60 UP 


The Distillirg of Blackberries Into 
Brandy To Begin—What Tram- 
mell Says. 


The Georgia peach crop for this season 
is so short that it will materially affect 


‘the income of the revenue department. 


United States Revenue Collector Paul 
Trammell has been making a few esti- 
mates this week on the. affect which the 
short fruit crops will have on the revenue 
of his department. 

From a deficiency in the output of peach 
brandy alone the department will Icae 
$50,000 this year. The peach crop has 
been estimated by those who are thor- 
oughly familiar with it to be but 7) per 
cent of the average yield. 

The apple crop is almost a complete fail- 
ure and is even worse than the -peach 
crop. It is estimated that the yield will 
be but one-fifth as large as it was last 
year. Collector Trammell! gets some con- 
solation out of the fact that the distillers 
have other sources to work upon this 
year than the apples and peaches, anid 
hopes that the great deficiency in the reve- 
nue of his office on account of the short 
peach and apple crops will be largely if 
not entirely -offset by the fact that the 
distillers will this year make brandy out 
of plums, berries, apricots, oranges and 
prunes. 

Up to last year brandy was made only 
out of apples, peaches and grapes. This 
year the law has been changed so as to 
allow the manufacture of brandy out of the 
other fruits mentioned. 

The manufacture of brandy from black- 
berries’ is almost entirely new in this 
state, but it promises to be an industry of 
great magnitude before very long. Already 
the industry of making brandy from black- 
berries and sour oranges is of considerable 
importance in Florida. | 

Another source’ from which the collector 
expects to reap a revenue of considerable 
size is the distillation of old grape wines 
into grape brandy. The federal authori- 
ties impose no tax upon the makers of 
grape wines and consequently there has 
been a great quantity of it distilled in 
this state. ithe supply has been far in 
excgss of the demand and during recert 
years and as a result there is a Jarge 
overstock of this old grape wine in Geor- 
gia. The demand for brandies is still 
greater than the supply and this year a 
great deal of this wine is being redis-: 
tiled into grape brandy. 

All the brandy distilled in the state has 
to pay a gevenue tax and consequently 


the department expects to get a consider- 


able revenue from this source. 

The $50,000 deficiency from the lack.of 
peach brandy will probably be reduced 
to the neighborhood of $15,000 by the ad- 
dition of the other sources of revenue 
mentioned. ' 

The United States revenue department, 
with headquarters in this city, has a 
yearly income of $500,000 from its regular 
licenses, special taxes, etc. 

There has teen an increase in the tax 
levied on spirits in the past two years 
and this will help make up the deficiency 
from a short peach crop. When all things 
are considered the revenue for 1896 will 
a pc if not quite as large as it was 
n 1895. 


CORN BADLY DAMAGED. 


ALMOST ENTIRELY SUBMERGED 
AROUND ATLANTA. 
The Heavy Storm Brought More Than 
Five Inches of Rain in Two Days 
and Nights. 


The heavy storm has passed on to the 
northward leaving cool, delightful weather 
in its trend. The rains which fell almost 
continuously for two days and nights 
amounted to more than five inches, which 
is an almost unprecedented rain fall for 
that brief period in this vicinity. 

Crops have been badly injured in the 
valleys, and corn in the vicinity of Atlanta 
has been almost entirely. ruined by the 
heavy deluge. 

In the valleys the corn ifs in many places 
almost entirely submerged and on the 
hillsides it hus been almost washed away 


in many places. 

The storm ventral this morning in Geor- 
gia has disappeared off the Atlantic coast, 
leaving the atmospheric pressure in this 
section in nearly normal condition with 
comparatively low temperature. 

The moverrent of this storm since its 
first appearauce near Pensacola Tuesday 
was northeasterly and has only effected 
the states south of the Ohio river, being 
most evere in Florida, Alabama and 
Georgta. 

High winds and heavy rains accompa- 

nied its progress. The rain being almost 
continuoug since the morning of the 6th 
till nearly noon yesterday. 
‘The total amount at this station was 
§.18 inches. Augusta, Charlotte, Mobile and 
stations in ilorida also had abnormally 
heavy rains. 

The report from Pensacola is still miss- 
ing, due to the prostration of the wires by 
the high winds. 

From the present reports it is impossible 
to tell the extent of damage done to crops 
and commercial interests. 

A high barometer now prevails over the 
northern section of the county, and a 
slight depression in southeastern Texas. 

It is cooler from the Rocky mountains 
to the Atlantic Ocean, and the weather Is 
generally fair.

PLUMBERS SUCCEED IN GETTING 
ee wace SCALE. 


They will Be Paid $3 Per Day for Nine 
Hours’ Work—$rike Declared 
Off Yesterday. 


The strike of the plumbers, steam and 
gas fitters has been settled. An agree- 
ment was ratified by the strikers and mas- 
ter plumbers yesterday and the men will 


go to work this morning. 

By the terms of the agreement the 
strikers came out victorious, They will 
continue to work nine hours per day and 
will receive more wages than formerly. 
The agreement is effective until January 
15, 4897. 

The plumbers demanded a scale of wages 
about: two weeks ago. They wanted $3 
per day for pluipbers and steam fitters 
and $2.50 for gas fitters. All men who 
have been employed as plumbers for two 
years will receive the scale demanded— 


that is, $3 per day. 

All plumbers who have been working 
less than two years as such will receive 
$2 per .day until they have worked two 
years. After then they will be paid $3 
per day. Steam fitters will receive $3 
per day as demanded, 

The strikers held a meeting yesterday 
and unanimously ratified the action of their 
committee which had the matter in charge 
and which agreed upon the terms of set- 
tlement, with the committee from the mas- 
ter plumbers. Resolutions were adopted 
thanking the Atlanta Federation’ of 
Trades, the Carpenters’ Union anf Mr. 
Wood, of the Cigarmakers’ Union, for as- 
sistance. rendered during the strike. The 
strikers made speeches and congratulated 
themselves on the victory. The strike is 
the third won by the plumbers in the last 
two or three years. They stood together 
firmly and determined to win. 

The meeting was.a largely attended one. 
Some of the labor men took up the ques- 
tion of Labor Day, in September, and 
steps were taken looking to a fitting cele- 
bration of the day on the part of the 
plumbers. It is proposed to make the 
celebration this year the best ever seen 
here. The strikers will return to work 
this morning and no further trouble is 
anaicipat ‘dt by _ them.
